DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on 9/23/20 1 0. 

2. Per Applicant's request, claims 72-75 have been amended. 

3. The 35 USC 1 12 rejections of claims 72-78 have been withdrawn in view of the 
Applicant's amendment to the claims. 

4. As per claims 70 and 72-121 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach the limitation as recited in independent 
claims 70, 105, and 118-120. 

The closest cited prior arts --USPN, 5,481,712 by Silver et al, teaches a method of selecting a 
vision tool from among available many machine vision tools located at a local machine. It does 
not disclose, for example, a remote vision engine that is remote from a local computer and 
includes a selectable vision tools as the Applicant has pointed out.
